(paragraphs 0007-0041, figs. 1-5) describes a broadcasting receiver for reproducing and 
outputting a video signal and/or audio signal transmitted from a broadcasting station, 
wherein a range in which an error can be corrected and guard interval period are used to 
cause information such as other receivable broadcasting stations and radio attributes of such 
broadcasting stations to be stored in a memory table so that, when a receiving radio needs to 
be switched to other stations, extraction is performed from the memory table; and 
determination of other stations' radio attributes such that various information including a 
name, content, and genre of a program being broadcasted are determined. More specifically, 
it describes that, during the period when no input signal corresponding to the selected 
service is received, an input signal corresponding to the services other than the selected one 
is received, and supporting information, title information or service program information 
relating to video data are stored as zapping data so that when the service selection is 
changed, extraction is performed. Also, as the information of the broadcasting content 
including a video signal, using still image data contained in the video data, and using text 
data as a program name information would be obvious to a party skilled in the art.
